Bill Drafted | 
To Control 
Atomic Work 


A bill designed to place atmo- 
ic reactors, materials and fuels 
nder strict Government con- 
rol has been jointly drafted by 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
and the Science and Technology 
Agency. . 

The bill i aimed at keeping 
out private business from work 
relative to constriction and in- 
spection of reactors, transfer, 
refining and concentration of 
atomic fuels. 

The measure would give the 
competent Minister absolute au- 
thority’ on the erection and 
operation of reactors. Accord- 
ingly, no one would be allow- 
ed to experiment with reactors 
without official permission of 
the competent Minister. 

The bill consists of five. arti- 
cles: , 


Article 1 states that ‘muclear 
materials and fuels as well as 
atomic reactors will be placed 
under the unified control of the 
Government in order to ensure 
their effective use, and prevent 
damage and other adverse ef- 
fects incident to the handling of 
the materials and fuels and the 
operation of reactors.

Iron, Steel Imports

The Ministry of International 
Trade and Industry has decided 
to present a bill to the current 
Diet to exempt import duties on 
iron and steel for three years 
starting April, 1957.

‘Wakate’ in Novel Departure : 


’ By YUKI YAMAMOTO 


The p of plays being of- 


fered at the Toyoko Hall in 


Shibuya this month is one of 


-a good deal of variety and: en- 


tertainment value. Although 
the featured troupe is billed as 
the “Wakate Kabuki” made up 
of the younger members of the 
Kikugoro Troupe, the program 
offers quite a bit more than 
the so-called junior actors. 
Particularly of note is the ap- 
pearance of Sadanji, one of 
the troupe’s top-ranking senior 
actors, together with Fukusuke, 
“oyama” (female role actor) 
and dancer who ranks next only 
to Baiko in this category in the 
Kikugoro Troupe. Also not to 
bé disregarded is veteran Taga- 
nojo, a leading support actor 
whose excellence in the old- 
woman roles is an uncontended 
one. 
The “wakate,’ that is, the 
junior troupe members, who 
have all shown a good deal of 
promise and progress during 
their repeated appearances at 
the Toyoko Hall, are to be seen 
principally. in two plays which 
are among the most popular 


and familiar-in.the.entife Kabu- 


ki repertory. One is “Tefa- 
koya” and the other is “Sushi- 


a.” 
: ‘Familiar Plot 

Both of the plays have as their 
central plot the familiar one of 
an innocent child ag sacri- 
ficed as a substitute for the 
child of the lord to whom all 
the others owe their allegiance. 

In “Terakoya,” Genzo and his 
wife Tonami are sheltering the 
little son of their exiled lord, 
Michigane. When they are 
ordered to behead the child, 
they are at a loss as to how to 
meet the situation, for they have 
no son of their own to offer as 


- a possible deceptive substitute. 


Traitor Matsuo, formerly at- 
tached to Michizane but now 
serving the enemy Shihei, saves 
the situation by having a change 
of heart and secretly sending 
his own little child to Genzo to 
serve as the much-needed sub- 
stitute. In order to assure the 
success of his plot, he continues 
to appear faithful to Shihei and 
serves°as the official in charge 
of inspecting the severed head 
to establish its identity. The 
climax is the scene in which 
Matsuo, still in his outward 
role .as:-villain, confronts the 
head Of his own child and pro- 
nounces it to be that of his 
former master’s son. 

“Child Sacrificed 

The “Sushiya” plot runs quite 
parallel to the one given above. 
A humble sushi shop proprietor 


‘Named .Yazaemon shelters Ko- 


remori, the scion of the now 


crushed Heike clan, disguising 


himas iis servant. But Gonta, 


Yazaemon’s disowned good-for- 
nothing son, discovers the fugi- 
tive’s identity and decides to 
sell his information to the en- 
emy. -However, he too, has a 
sudden change of heart, and 
ends up by sacrificing his own 


“child and wife as substitutes 


for Koremori’s wife and child. 

Gonjuro, who is more or less 
actor 
among the “wakate,” takes both 
the leads, in “Terakoya” as the 
tragic Matsuo, and in “Sushi- 
ya” as Gonta,. And in both the 
plays, the junior actors handle 
most of the major roles. 

As for the numbers which fea- 


ture Sadanji, they can hardly 
be classified as “‘wakate” num- 
bers; and it is his numbers that 
count in the current run. On 
the- matinee program, Sadanji 
pairs off with Fukusuke for the 
dance drama number “Kasane,” 
and they mak- a pair that ranks 


among the highest available for eo a 


this particular number. 

Emphasis in this number is on 
the dance; on grace and beauty, 
contrasted against the ensuing 
sense of the grotesque and of 
horror. Fukusuke dances the 
part of beautiful Kasane, who 
because of a curse, suddenly 
becomes horribly disfigured. and 
moreover develops an ugly hob- 
bling limp. 

In horror, her lover Yoemon 
(Sadanji) who was responsible 
for the curse through his past 
misdeeds, kills her with a 


scythe. But.as he is trying to flee . 


from the site, unseen fingers 
clutch at his hair and neck and 
draw him back. It is the clutch 
of the ghost of murdered 
Kasane. 
In. Western Play 

After the excellent perform- 
ance of this number, the same 
two actors, Sadanji and*'Fuku- 
suke appear together again in 
a presentation of Chekovy's 
comedy “The Dog” (The Mar- 
riage posal). The novelty of 
seeing “oyama” actor Fukusuke, 
so recently seen as the beauti- 
ful Kasane, but now in tight, 
dated western style suit, hair 
slicked down, and with a thin 
dandy beard adorning his face, 
is a comic shock from which it 


is hard to recover for a while.’ 


He is the next-door neighbor, 
come to court the daughter of 
the house. Father is well play- 
ed by Sadanji; and the. daugh- 
ter’s part is taken, not by a 
traditional male “oyama” actor 
in Kabuki manner, but by Chiyo 
Watanabe, a young actress bor- 
rowed for the purpose from the 
Shimpa Troupe. 

In spite of the somewhat in- 
congruous union of Kabuki and 
the so-called “shingeki” (shin- 
geki means literally “modern 
theater,” but refers in general 
to the Western style theater as 
opposed to the classic Kabuki), 
the alliance is not really so 
novel as might be supposed, 

Not So Unusual 


Decades back, when the 
“shingeki” was first being 
introduced irito the country, 
Kabuki actors were not entire 
ly inactive in that field, for af- 
ter all, theater is theater. The 
former Sadanji (predecessor to 
that stage name now held by 
the current Sadanji) who was 
active in the “Jiyu Gekijo,” a 
western style theater troupe, 
performed in this trumber, 4s 
did the former Koshiro (father 


of the current Koshiro) later. 


At any rate, the inclusion of 
this mumber among a group 
of orthodox Kabuki numbers, 
while it might not be so 
advisable. at the regular 
Kabukiza, fits in well in the 
current program as a sort of 
special-service number offered 
by the two top names on the 
roster for this month’s run. 

On the evening program, 
Sadanji also appears in the 
prime role of the carpenter 


Chobei in the play “Bunshichi|- 


Mottoi.” This is a role in which 
Sadanji excels, and he has fine

Speaking of Music... 


A Well-Disciplined Orchestra 
By MARCEL GRILLI 


As if by calculation, the pro- 
gram chosen by Joseph Rosen- 
stock for last weekend in Hi- 
biya Hall Was designed to dis- 
play to best advantage the 
brightness of sound and the ex- 
cellent rhythmic discipline of 
the NHK Symphony Orchestra. 
The evéning opened with the 
Prelude to “Die Meistersinger” 
by Wagner .and ended with 
Mussorgsky’s “Pictures from an 
Exhibition,” in Ravel's arrange- 
ment,” with a delightful mid- 


ys way interlude provided by an- 


other Ravel orchestral ,arrange- 
ment, “Alborada del Gracioso.” 
In every instance, and in their 
different ways, this is music of 
high color, in which verve, rhyth- 
mic subtlety, and pure sound 
make for easy musicality and 
vivid tone painting. In high- 
lighting these qualities, the 
orchestra players once. again 
showed how well they can re- 
spond to Mr. Rosenstock’s re- 
lentless requirements. 


Beethoven's Second S§Sym- 
phony, which occupied second 
place on this program, is a work 
that could bear closer acquain- 
tance, for in Japan, as elsewhere, 
this composer’s even-numbered 
symphonies (except fore the 
Sixth) are conspicuous by their 
absence from concert. perform- 
ances. And yet no less an 
authority than Hector Berlioz 
found the utterance of the Sec- 


a 


ond to be “noble, energetic, and 
proud.” 

Mr. Rosenstock seems to be in 
perfect agreement with Berlioz. 
His reading of the Symphony 
had afl the nobility and energy 
that one might have wanted. 
In addition the brightness of 
sopnd, the briskness of tempo, 
and the smooth, even-paced 
rhythmic flow which he brought 
to the music were. qualities in 
which both conductor and in- 
strumentalists could take great 
pride. 


Purists may object to Mr. 
Rosenstock’s approach as too 
assertive, but there is no doubt 
in my mind that such positive 
treatment benefits the music as 
a whole, and, certainly, on this 
occasion, the work sprang to 
life with clarity and vitality. 
The marvel of this experience 
was particularly impressive in 
the Jong slow movement 
(Larghetto), which was a revela- 
tion by reason of Mr. Rosen- 
stock’s fine shaping and pacing 
which seemed perfectly adjust- 
ed-to the lyric vitality of the 
music. Likewise, in the finale 
-—<music indicating Beethoven's 
final parting from Haydn—Mr. 
Rosenstock’s firm pulse match- 
ed the music’s outpouring of 
exuberance.

the 100-million-yard level will 
be reached “with difficulty,” and 
only if the prices of Japanese 
and American goods reach a 
relative spread more favorable 
to Japan later in the year. 

The total quantity of goods is 
not much different from actual 
shipment in 1955 and 1956, but 
the breakdown, exporters con- 
tinue to insist, is unrealistic. 
However, leading spokesmen for

itself, 

This doesn’t mean that they 
will seek a larger yardage total, 
necessarily. But they: are hot 
after that breakdown. This is 


expressed by these spokesmen 


in (so far) unaggressive terms— 
in terms of “urging the Ameri- 
can industry to understand our 
position” through public rela- 
tions efforts and diplomatic rep- 
resentations. The Japanese are 
at this writing in no mood to 
get into any drag-out fight on 
the subject, however annoyed 
they may be at what they con- 
sider a one-sided deal. 


Conditional Orders 


Because .it has been widely 
known for some months that a 


quota of some sort would be ef- 


fective for 1957, American buy- 
ers have naturally been seeking 
to place conditional orders here, 
or at least get inquiries on rec- 
ord, to be filled when and if 
their suppliers here get a piece 
of the quota. 

During January, exporters

EPA Sees — 
Big Boost 
In Exports 


The Economic Planning Agen- 
cy is optimistic about the trade 
out look for fiscal 1957-58. 


It predicted a phenomenal ex- 
port boost to North America and 
Europe in chemical products 
and machinery. At th esame 
time, it said, the nation’s raw 
material imports of iron and 
steel as well as finished goods 
will increase, and thereby elli- 
minate production bottlenecks 
in key. industries. 

It estimated that the expected 
increase in chemical products 
and machinery woul bring 
about a 14 per cent increase in 
total export for fiscal 1957-58, 
more than the $2,592 million in 
1956-57. 

In fiscal 1956-58, machinery ex- 

rts are estimated at $520 mil- 
lion. The coming fiscal year’s 
increase will be some 28 per 
cent, it said. Fscal 1957-58’s ex- 
port of chemical products will 
gain by 25,per cent to $312 mil- 
lion. ' } 

. The agency estimated fiscal 
195758’s boost in textile goods 


exports at $775. million or. 12 


per cent more than the current 
fiscal year. 3 

However, it was pessimistic 
about. the prospect for iron and 
steel. exports. It said that in 
fiscal 1957-58 exports will de- 
crease by 22 per cent to $200 
million. 


Broken down by regions, 
North America is expected to 
buy $827 million or a 15 per 
cent increase against the current 
fiscal year’s estimated $580 mil- 
lion. Burope’s purchase will 
amount to $243 million or a 13 
per cent more than the current 
fiscal year. The Middle and 
Near East and Asian countries 
will purchase $1,043 million or 
an eight per cent increase. The 
agency is counting heavily on 
Communist China for an export 
increase. 


The agency estimated im- 
ports for fiscal 1957-57 at $3,830 
million or a 11 per cent increase 
over the current fiscal year 
whose imports are estimated at 
$3,440 million. 


Itehwise, finished goods are 
expected to account for $1,303 
Jjillion or a 68 per cent gain 
over the current fiscal year. 
Next to finished goods will be 
raw materials for the iron and 
steel industry, amounting to 
$716 million or 37 per cent 
more. 

Japan is also expected to pur- 
chase $521 million worth of agri- 
cultural products; one per cent 
more than the current fiscal 
year, and $675 million worth of 
raw materials for the textile in- 
dustry, or a two per cent in- 
crease over fiscal 1956-57. 


Trade Delegation 
Visits Jordan 


AMMAN, Feb. 17 (AP)—A 
Japanese trade delegation head- 
ed by Genkichi Fujiyama, pres- 
ident of the Fujiyama Co. in 
Kobe, has arrived in Amman on 
a Middie East tour. 

FPujiyama said the delegation 
was visiting Jordan to study the 
market with the hope of pro- 
moting trade relations between 
Jordan and Japan. 

The delegation, which also 
includes manufacturers Sho- 
jiro Oda and Kennosuke Shoji 
from Osaka, has visited Iran, 
Iraq, Kuwait, Lebanon and 
Syria. ‘ 

The delegation is going later 
to Saudi Arabia and Egypt. 

Fujiyama said their mission 
had so far been successful and 


- he believed that prospects for 


increasing trade relations be- 
tween Japan and Middle East 
countries were encouraging. 


U.S. Import Restriction 


Advocated for Plywood 


WASHINGTON, Feb..17 (AP) 
—A committee representing 
manufacturers’ of hardwood 
plywood Friday night advocated 
quota restrictions on imports 
of foreign plywood. 

Chairman Marion C. MclIver 
said some American plywood 
plants had already closed and 
others faced the same fate be- 
cause Of foreign competition. 

He .gaid ‘although plywood 
consumpiton in the United 


States had increased 74 per cent 


since 1951, American plants in- 
creaged sales only six-tenths of 
one per cent. 

Imports of Japanese plywood 
alone, he said, had increased 4, 
000 per cent since 1951. They 
reached American markets at 
prices below domestic produc- 
tion costs. 

The committee urged that for- 
eign imports be limited to 15 
per cent of domestic consump- 
tion.

Good News From Georgizc 


The defeat in the Georgia State Legislature of a biil 
striking at Japanese textile goods comes as a surprise—a 
very pleasant.one to the Japanese, of course, as well as to 
everyone dedicated to the aim of making world trade as 
free ag it can be and of eliminating discrimination. : 
_© Although it is only one action, we hope this will de- 
velop into a trend. The Washington Administration, caught 
between pressure from the American textile industry and 
its Own free trade policies, has been fully sympathetic to 
“the Japanese view, but on the state level the outlook has 
until now been anything but promising. 

It appears, on the surface at least, that the Georgia ac- 
tion is one practical effect of Japan’s voluntary limitation 
on textile exports, announced January 16. Before then the 
state’s House had approved the bill by the great margin of 
122-38. Now the Senate has killed it, 26-19. 

Yet the most logical explanation for the reversal is that 
the legislators have become impressed with the argument 
that trade is a two-way street. Japan buys corsiderably 
more American raw cotton than she sells textile goods to 


that country. 


We may hope that the enlightened viewpoint shown in 
Georgia will spread, particularly to Alabama and South Ca- 
rolina. two states that have actuily enacted laws similar to 
the one Georgia killed. It should be noted that like Geor- 
gia, they too are big cotton producers as well as textile 


manufacturers.

The American position in the 
United Nations has become very 
difficult, especially during the 
past year. We find ourselves 
relying more than at any time 
in the past on the competence 
and the capacity of the United 
Nations to deal with great issues 
—as in Eastern Europe and in 
the Middle East. When we say 
the United Nations, we really 
mean the General Assembly of 
80 nations which is now the 
central organ of that institution. 
In this General Assembly, since 
the admission of so many new 
members from Africa and Asia, 
we can no longer count, as once 
we could, on a working major- 
ity who agree with us. 

From this fundamental weak- 
ness come the confusions, the 
equivocations, the double stand- 
ards of the U.N.’s dealings with 
the Soviet Union over Hungary, 
with India over Kashmir, with 
Britain, France and Israel over 
Suez and Gaza and the Gulf of 
Aqaba. The: fundamental and 
controlling fact is that the para- 
mount power in the United Na- 
tions rests in the General As- 
sembly, and that in the General 
ective 
majority which is willing to ap- 
ply the same rule of law to the 
Seviet Union, India, Britain, 
France, Egypt and Israel. 


The General Assembly con- 
sists of blocs, and American for- 


eign policy is in very large meas- 


ure determined by the desire to 
have the United States play a 
leading part in a combination of 
blocs which will yield a major- 
ity when the votes are counted. 
We are acting on the official 
belief that we must not be push- 
ed into the opposition within 
the United Nations, that we 
must participate in the ruling 
majority. 

The mathematics of our prob- 
lems are worth fixing in mind. 
The General Assembly has 80 
members. But since South 
Africa and Hungary are absent, 
there are now in fact 78 mem- 
bers. On any important ques- 
tion a two-thirds majority is 
needed, which means 52 votes. 


Now what is the maximum 
number ef votes that we can 
hope to rally on an issue which 
is of prime importance to the 
Western world? There are 21 
inter-American states, all of 
Western Hemisphere south of 
the Canadian border. There are 
in Western Europe, plus at a 
Stretch Yugoslavia, plus the so- 
called old commonwealth—Cana- 
da, Australia and New Zealand 
—-20 votes. These add up to 41 
votes, which is 11 short of the 
required .majority. 


Where is Lodge, who is 
the official who has to struggle 
with the situation for the Uni- 
ted States, to find the necessary 
11 votes? There are 10 
Soviet votes and there are 11 
Arab votes that he cannot get. 
That makes 21 votes that he 
cannot get and it takes only 27 
votes—one more than one-third 
of all votes—to veto any . pro- 
posal the United States makes. 


There is still one more bloc of 
15 votes, and it holds the. bal- 
ance of power. This is the 
Afro-Asian bloc. In it we can 
count fairly reliably on four 
votes, the Philippines, Thailand, 
Pakistan and Nationalist China. 
But, as we have seen, we need 
11 votes to get a majority. So 
we are still short seven votes. 
These we have to obtain by bar- 
gaining with India, in. plain fact 
by working out compromises 
with Krishna Menon. 

This means that the United 
States, working loyally through 
the U.N,, can on the crucial 


Monday, Feb. 18 
Asahi Shimbun took up the 
problem of State compensation 
to repatriates who lost assets 
overseas. It urged the Govern- 
ment to decide on a just policy. 


- Organizations of repatriates are 


asserting that the Government 
is legally under obligation to 
compensate them for lost assets. 
Opposing them, the people say 
others also suffered in the last 
war. As pointed out by the 
Overseas Assets Deliberation 
Council, “the stage has not been 
reached yet” to discuss the legal 
aspects of Government respon- 
sibility on the compensations 
because Japan has not conclud- 
ed a peace treaty with Commu- 
nist China where most of Japa- 
nese overseas assets were lost, 
the paper said. But, the peo- 
ple will not oppose Government 
relief to the repatriates, it said. 


Mainichi Shimbun expressed 
concern about the increasing 
rate of juvenile delinquency. 
Juvenile crimes, ranging from 
murder, robbery, theft and sex, 
are increasing throughout Ja- 
pan, it warned. Revisions or 
new laws will be needed to 
prevent such crimes but the re- 
habilitation of juvenile offen- 
ders is more important. In an- 
other editorial, it discussed the 
demand by the leading prefec- 
tures for more representatives 
in the Lower House because of 
an increase in their population. 
It said both the Liberal-Demo- 
crats and Socialists should 
brave the revision of the num- 
ber of representatives and avoid 
gerrymandering under any cir- 
cumstances. =: 

Yomiuri Shimban ¢said it was 
pleased with the efforts of Ja- 
pahese Antarctic expedition

spend the winter’ at the Showa 
base on East Ongul Island. By 
wintering there, the expedition 
will be able to fulfil Japan’s 
assignment in the 1958 Geo- 
physical Year. The . data 
collected by the team during 
the coming winter will be of 
great service to the 1958 full- 
dress geophysical observation, 
it said. Although the Showa 
base is smaller in scale than 
that of other nations on the 
Antarctic Continent, Japan will 
be able to contribute toward 
furthering world culture, it 
declared. 


Kahoku Shimpo § (Sendai) 
called on the Japan-Soviet 


Union fisheries committee to be 
quick in concluding an agree- 
ment. on catches to be permit- 
ted Japan in northern waters 
for the coming fishing season. 
Stressing that the committee 
session was delayed by the So- 
viet Union for- more than a 
month, the paper said, the Japa- 
nese aré anxious for an early 
agreement with Russian nego- 
tiators on northern sea catches. 
However, in discussing meas- 
ures for preserving the fish re- 
sources in the waters, the com- 
mittee should take sufficient 
time. They should hold sep- 
arate deliberations on the 
catches for the coming fishing 
season and how to preserve the 
fish resources, it said, 


Tvkyo Shimbun said that the 
difficulty of access to needed 
quantities of coal and heavy oil 
is causing the nation’s electric 
power industry to work out 
plans for relying on atomic 
energy for power generation, 
The plan is worthy of study 
because Japan is poor in such 
resources as coal and oil..How: 
ever, prior to making a deci- 
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sion on atomic power genera- 
tion, it is important for the 
power industry to ascertain 


whether the dangers of radia- 


tion can be eliminated in such 
an event. At the same time, 
the Government should be 
prompt to decide whether the 
nine. power companies will be 
permitted to generate. by 
means of atomic energy or not. 
Prompt decision is necessary 
because the companies and the 
Japan Electric Power Resource 
Development Company are 
now rivals in the atomic power 
generation . race. 


Chubu Nippon Shimbun  (Na- 
goya) defended the Bank of 
Japan's opposition to Finance 
Minister Ikeda’s plan to approve 
emergency loans from foreign 
countries. Such loans under con- 
sideration are yen funds and 
therefore may cause inflation, 
as pointed out by the Bank of 
Japan, the paper said. Finance 
Minister Ikeda possibly believes 
that the induction’ of such loans 
will not cause inflation if they 
do not amount to a great sum, 
However, induction of foreign 
loans will undoubtedly result in 
a@ recurrence of inflation, it 
warned.

WASHINGTON — About the 
only power on earth that can 
save the 17 funeral horses of 
the U.S. Army from ignomini- 
ous oblivion is the man who 
rules the House Armed Services 
Committee, Congressman Carl 
Vinson of Georgia: Unless he 
speaks out, the 16 perfectly 
matched grays and one black 


-which have been pulling mili- 


tary funerals at Fort Myer, Va., 
will go the. way of other horses 
in the now almost horseless 
army of the United States. 


In actual count of years, it 
hasn’t been long since the 
cavalry was the proudest, most 
aristocratic, noblest branch of 
the army. Dashing cavalry offi- 
cers then looked down on the 
lowly plodding infantry. The 
army even maintained a battery 
of polo ponies at most forts, and 
officers’ wives rode to the hunt 
every week end, 


Those days are not only over, 
but the General Motors efficien- 
cy experts who now run the 
Defense Department have found 
that a- military funeral costs 
only $2.15 when the coffin is 
carried by a motor hearse. A 
funeral with the coffin carried 
on an artillery caisson pulled 
by four gray horses with one 
riderless horse bringing up the 
rear costs $175. ‘This runs into 
an annual bill of $9,350 for 
hearse funerals, $71,083 for 
horse-drawn funerals. 


. It isn’t worth that much to 
bury the dead, say the economy 
experts at the Pentagon. Six- 
teen horses have to be kept for 
extra funerals. They have to 
be fed. They even have to be 

med. Furthermore, black- 
smiths are getting scarce. There 
are only two in northern Vir- 
ginia. And they’re getting old. 
Young men don’t take up the 
trade anymore. 

Furthermore, the 1941 Chrys- 
ler hearse and 1951 Cadillac 
don’t eat gasoline between 
funerals. Finally, only 103 rela- 
tives out of 850 burials last year 
requésted caisson funerals. 


So, unless Congress 
venes, the last military horses 
in or around Washington will 
have to go. : 

Yes, there’s been quite a 
change since the U.S. Army horse 
team used to rate high in the 
Olympics. Mexico can afford to 
enter the Olympics today. Also 
the Chilean Army and the Ita- 
lian Army. But not the U.S. 
Army. It’s too expensive. 

Today only 116 horses remain 
in the entire U.S. Army, plus 
314 mules and 950 dogs. 

Champion of Animals 

However, Carl Vinson of 
Georgia has some vigorous ideas 
a.out animals. He's a farmer 
down at Milledgeville. About a 
year ago, when Secretary Wil- 
son wanted to abolish army 
veterinarians on the ground 
that there were almost no horses 
left in the army, Vinson over- 
ruled him. He might overrule 
him on the 17 remaining horses 
at Fort Myer. 

If he does, Vinson will reverse 
the . anti-horse crusade of an- 
other Southern Congressman, 
Ross Collins of Mississippi, who 
really started the downfall of 
the horse in the armed services. 


inter- . 


Collins, a great economizer, 
looked over the army’s budget 
to ferret out every cent spent 
on oats, horseshoes, and horse- 
flesh generally.

Gen. John F. Preston, then in- 
spector general. : 


“No, sir. I know that in San 
Antonio they did have some 
polo ponies for exercise.” 

“For the officers or for the 
womenfolk?”

“For airplane duty,” persisted 
Gen. Preston. 

“They,must be flying steeds,” 
grunted Collins and proceeded 
to whittle down the horse ap- 
propriation for the air corps.

U.S. Communists

NEW YORK—Some two dozen 
reporters gathered last week at 
the Chateau Gardens, an aged 
auditorium on New York’s 
lower east side, to “cover” the 
16th national convention of the 
American Communist Party. It 
proved to be a rather frustrat- 
ing journalistic experience, yet, 
somewhat incongruously, it was 
also a most revealing one. 


Convention-floor coverage was 
impossible since the press was 
barred from the auditorium 
proper in violation of an ear- 
lier promise of an open meeting. 
Newsmen hiddied in a “press 
room”—a windowless cubicle 
appropriately decorated with 
red-flowered wallpaper—waiting 
for carefully prepared versions 
of the convention sessions to be 
ladied out by party spokesmen. 


This censorship was imposed 
for a very obvious—and to the 
Communists a very valid—rea- 
son, The party, never an im- 
portant factor in American life, 
has for some time been wrack- 
ed by internal dissension and 
factionalism. To have permitted 
an open convention would have 
meant to expose the party in 
the act of washing its dirty 
linen with soap not necessarily 
made in Moscow, 3 


Yet a great deal leaked out of 
the convention that the party 
would clearly have preferred to 
have kept secret. And the state- 


ments by the party’s press 
spokesmen, censored though 
they were, proved more in- 


formative than intended, parti- 
cularly when checked with 
earlier ones. 


Most noteworthy of the an- 
nouncements by the party 
spokesmen was that the dele- 
gates had voted to follow a pol- 
icy of independence from Mos- 
cow. At the same time, the gon- 
vention voted to replace old- 
hne Stalinist William Z. Foster, 
the national chairman, with a 
“collective leadership.” 

In theory, both these moves 
smack of anti-Sovietism, es- 
pecially in light of some of the 
quite spectacular defections 
from the party since the So- 
viets’ bloody repression of the 
Hungarian revolution and 
Nikita Khrushchev’s startling 
recitation of Soviet’ brutality 
under Stalin. Actually, how- 
ever, both the “declaration of 
independence” and the installa- 
tion of a “collective leadership” 
seem pretty much what Mos- 
cow wanted, 

For some time Moscow has 
urged its party affiliates in 
other countries to attempt to 
renew the “popular front” 
movement of the 1930's, joining 
with other political parties in 
an effort to gain ‘governmental 
control by what Khrushchev 
has described as “parliament- 
ary means.” To foster this 
campaign Soviet strategists 
have urged Communists abroad 
to present themselves as “na- 
tionalists.” 

Moreover, the idea of a 
“collective leadership” has it- 
self been borrowed directly 
from Moscow, which _— since 
Stalin’s death has operated on 
the theory that 10 or 12 dicta- 
tors of varying stature ‘were 
better than one big one. Signi- 
ficantly, Foster, though sup- 
posedly discredited by his 
removal from the party chair- 
manship, is one of the key 
members of the new “govern- 
ing body.” 

What effect these moves— 
which undoubtedly had the 
sincere support of a number of 
delegates—will have on the 
American Communist Party it- 
self is problematical. 

Party membership reached a 
peak of 100,000 in 1945 when 
the Soviet Union was at. its 
friendliest with the United 
States, but it is now down to 
an estimated 8,500. The party 
is totally without political in- 
fluence and its ne per, the 
Daily Worker, is desperately 
seeking contributions to con- 
tinue publication. And. rank 
and file members have been 
vociferous in their confusion 
sinte Khrushchev’s anti-Stalin 
speech and the events in Hun- 
gary shattered so many of their 
illusions, 

It may be that the party’s 
ostensible divorce from its dom- 
ineering and polygamous 


Spouse in Moscow, and its new 


facade of democratic leadership 
will serve their obvious pur- 

to some degree. It may 

,. too, however, that the very 
idea of independence from Mos- 
cow will catch on among some 
of the hardcore Communists 
who control the party. ; 


In any event, the situation 


will bear watching. I is not 
that the American Communist 
Party is important in itself. 
But what is taking place in the 
party here is reflective of a 
much broader picture. The en- 
tire Communist movement is in 
ferment, and whether Moscow 
can keep that. ferment under 
control is the question to which 
an answer is yet te be given. 


Tension in Indonesia 


Threats Against Central Government

LONDON—Even casual pas- 
sersby in Jakarta, the capital 
of Indonesia, realize the tension 
that exists in the republic. One 
example of this was an unusual 
and rather alarming sight out- 
side the government radio sta- 
tion in Jakarta. Tough young 
men wearing the white helmets 
of the military police stood at 
the gates with their fingers on 
the triggers of their sten guns. 
At the Ministry of Information 
next door an official told me 
that this was precaution against 
the capture of the radio station 
by what he called lawless ele- 
ments. 1 understood what he 
meant. 

A few days before two army 
officers in Sumatra had declared 
a revolt and had severed their 
ties with the central Govern- 
ment in. Jakarta. Although 
the greater part of the army 
remains loyal, the authorities 
were afraid the trouble in Su- 
matra might spread to Java 
where many high-ranking army 
officers are Sumatrans. Just be- 
fore the Sumatran revolt start- 
ed, there had been a trial of 
strength between a section of 
the army high command and 
the Government which the Gov- 
ernment won. This particular 
plot was led by Colonel Lubis, a 
Sumatran, whose purpose seem- 
ed to be to seize control of the 
, pital and to purge the Gov- 
ernment of corrupt elements. 


But Colonel Lubis’ plot was 
so badly organized that the pro- 
Government section of the army 
had little difficulty in arresting 
its leaders except for Colonel 
Lubis himself. He has been 
sought by the army and the 
police but, like the Scarlet Pim- 
pernel, cannot be. found, al- 
though he keeps writing letters 
to the Jakarta newspapers. 


No sooner was the threat 
from Colonel Lubis dealt with 
than dramatic broadcasts from 
North and Central Sumatra an- 
nounced that these two prov- 
inces were defying the Govern- 
ment. The leaders of the re 
volt were the local army com- 
manders. Both officers said in 
their broadcasts that. they were 
still loyal to President Sukarno 
but they would not recognize 
the authority of Jakarta until 
a capable and honest govern- 


ment was formed. Since then 
the rebel leader in North 
Sumatra has been replaced by 
a pro-Government officer but Lt. 
Col. Hussain still heads the re- 
volt in Central Sumatra and the 
province of South Sumatra has 
declared that it will not pay 
taxes to Jakarta. The prov- 
inces are firm in their attitude 
but they are also determined to 
avoid bloodshed. 


Capable and honest govern- 
ment, that is the key of the re- 
volts in Sumatra and also of 
the plot led by Colonel Luaibis. 
Army officers who lead frebel- 
lions don’t always reflect pub- 
lic opinion and are often in- 
spired by personal ambition. 
But the tax revolts of Central 
and South Sumatra clearly have 
the support of many ordinary 
people who feel dissatisfied with 
the performance of the Govern- 
ment in Jakarta. 


The, present Government was 
formed only a year ago after 
the first general elections ever 
to be held in the republic. The 
coalition Government represent- 
‘ed about three-quarters of the 
electorate and provide the two 
most powerful forces in Indo- 
nesian politics, nationalism and 
religion. The Government drew 
up a program which promised a 
new deal for Indonesia. It in- 
cluded an ambitious five-year 
Splan, a pledge to take strong 
action against bandit troops in 
the republic and a promise of 
greater freedom for the prov- 
inces. Unfortunately, there is 
a widespread feeling that a 
start has not been made with 
this program. 

As an Indonesian politician 
explained to me: the only way 
a coalition Government could 
stay together was by doing 
nothing. So the five-year plan 
together with the rest of the 
program remains a blue-print. 
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Worst still, there are constantly 
stories in the Indonesian press 
which allege that leading min- 
isters and officials are guilty of 
corruption. One of the minis- 
ters of the present Government 
is facing trial for breaking the 
foreign exchange regulations. 
These rumors and charges of 
corruption have spread disquiet 
among the people and in the 
army. 

- In rich provinces like Suma- 
tra there is another cause of 
discontent. The oil, the rubber, 
tobacco and coffee of Sumatra 
provide three-fifths of Indo 
nesia’s exports. Sumatrans feel 
that only a thin trickle of these 
riches return to their province 
in the. form of roads, schools 
and hospitals. Nor has © the 
Government been able. to pro- 
vide adequate security for the 
people. According to Official 
figures, the bandits in Sumatra 
have killed 25,000 villagers since 
1951. These figures show that 
the security situation in Indo- 
nesia is much worse than it is 
in Malaya. 


This is the tragic situation in 
Indonesia after 10 years” inde- 
pendence and one year of an 
elected government. It isn’t 
surprising that some . Indo- 
nesians are talking of giving 
up demecracy and trying some 
other dangerous experiment. 
President Sukarno has a con- 
cept which he calls guided de- 
mocracy. He has not explained 
it ‘n any detail but it will prob- 
ably méan that the powers of 
the elected Parliament will be 
considerably reduced, This loss 
of faith in parliamentary gov- 
ernment is one of the most dan- 
gerous symptoms in Indonesia 
at the moment,. It opens the 
way for a coup d'etat by the 
army or religious fanatics -or 
the Communist Party. 


On the face of it the prospect 
for Indonesia is not encourag- 
ing, but the republic has one 
tremendous asset which goes 
far to cancel out her weakness 
and inexperience. Indonesia-is 
one of the most tolerant coun- 
tries in the world. Among her 
80,000,000 people are Muslims, 
Hindus and Christians who live 
peacefully in the same villages. 
The people and their leaders 
also have a genius for compro- 
mise which has solved many a 
grievous case, With these 
qualities of tolerance and adapt- 
ability, Indonesia is likely to 
surmount her present diffi- 
culties, enormous as they seem 
to the outer world.
